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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A memory pumping circuit including a DRAM cell, used as a charging capacitor 
of the memory pumping circuit for enhancing the capacitance, comprising a MOS 
transistor has a source, a drain and a gate connected together to a node, between a 
current source and the DRAM cell, and to one plate of the storage capacitor; and 
another plate of the storage capacitor is connected to receive a clock signal of a driving 
circuit recited in claims 1, 7-9 and 12-13 is patentable. 

(Fig. 3 of Liu, 5,796,670, is a nonvolatile memory cell, not a DRAM cell, 
connected between VBIT and VREF. Therefore, it is not rational to combine Fig. 3 
of Liu, 5,796,670, with Applicant's Fig. 1 Prior Art, Countryman, Jr., 4,532,61 1 , and 
Hiratsuka et al., 5,453,707, to render claims 1, 7-9 and 12-13 obvious under 
35 USC 103(a)).
